2. TEXT OF INVITATION IS AS FOLLOWS: QUOTE I HAVE THE 
HONOR TO EXTEND ON BEHALF OF THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA TO " 

AN INVITATION TO SEND APPROPRIATE REPRESENTATIVES TO A 
CONFERENCE ON SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL METHODS TO 
SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT OF EFFORTS TO REDUCE THE ILLICIT 
PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION OF NARCOTICS AND DANGEROUS 
DRUGS, WHICH WILL BE HELD UNDER THE AUSPICES OF THE EMBASSY 
OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN PARIS, FRANCE, FROM 
OCTOBER 23 TO 26, 1973. 

ALTHOUGH MANY GOVERNMENTS HAVE EXPENDED TIME, EFFORT 
AND FUNDS IN SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL PROGRAMS BEAR- 
ING UPON THIS ISSUE, THERE HAS BEEN LITTLE INTERNATIONAL 
EXCHANGE OF PERTINENT SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL INFORMATION 

BETWEEN SPECIALISTS BEYOND THAT ACHIEVED DURING SEVERAL 
INFORMAL VISITS BETWEEN UNITED STATES AND FOREIGN SCIENCE 
OFFICIALS. AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE WOULD BROADEN 
THIS EXCHANGE AND PROVIDE A MORE COMPREHENSIVE AND CLEARER 
PICTURE OF WHAT EACH COUNTRY IS DOING IN THIS AREA AND 
THE POTENTIAL FOR FUTURE INDIVIDUAL AND COOPERATIVE 
EFFORTS. THE SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL REQUIREMENT 
IS SUFFICIENTLY COMPLEX AND SPECIALIZED TO SERVE AS A 
SINGULAR TOPIC OF AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE.

AN AWARENESS OF WHERE SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY CAN BE APPLIED 
AND IN GENERAL THE EORMS WHICH IT MIGHT TAKE. ALSO SUCH 
AN ANALYSIS CAN POINT UP THE AREAS E.G. TRACERS, WHERE 

INTERNATIONAL SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY COOPERATION IS NECES- 
SARY EOR MOST EFEECTIVE IMPACT. FOR EXAMPLE, THE MEANS
